Farmers are not responsible for 


the high cost of living, in fact they 
are losing money with present prices 
paid them for their products and 
cannot understand why there is not 
an equal drop to tho consumer. This 
statement was made by K. T. Glass- 
co, county agent, today. In an article 
which he has prepared In defense of 
the farmer. 
"City folks are likely to think that 
the farmer Is reaping the profit of 
high prices. at food and clothes," 
•states Mr. Glassco. "and It will per- 
haps -be a considerable surprise to- 
Uiem to learn that many farmers are 
losing money nowadays In trying to 
produce food. 


•Ports Still at 40 Cents 
"For Instance, hogs are selling on 
Chicago market for around 15 cents 
it pound. 
At Janesville they bring 
around 13 cents a pound. Thoy have 
dropped from the high price of 22 
cents a pound to 15 cents, yet we 
have not noticed any appreciable 
reduction In the price of pork chops, 
which are now selling for 40 cents u 
pound, tho price we have paid for 
quite a while. 
"Cattle are selling on the Chicago 
market for 14 centa a pound for the 
best. We pay 3S cents a pound for 
round steak In Janesvillr. 
The far- 
mer who fed these cattle lost from 
3.100 to $1,000 on 111 la business trans- 
action. 
He probably bought them 


for around 11 ii cents a pound and 
consequently by feeding them high 
priced corn he has lost.
